"Wi! " I doaccountmylelic, what ratizer defireth tolearne of 
1's others, then to be a teacher, and an inſtruter of anie, 
i But euery thing is, as it is taken: ard my hope is, that 
nothing ſhalbe ill taken there, where al! is well meant. 
And before I enter into the matter it ſelfe, I hold ir 
not amiſſe to put downe the maine potat of the Diſ- 
courſe, or the true ſtare of the queſtion, as they call 
4 it, and ſo much the rather , for that'the Authour 
{cemeth ſomewhat vncertaine herein : ſometime in- 
ueighing againſt Tabacco it ſelfe, and his manifeſt qua 
lities : ſometime ſpeaking bur onely againſt the great 
abuſe thereof. If his meaning be, onely to condemne 
the abuſe of T abacco- inthar, Iam readie to take his 
part, and will moſt willingly ioyne with him hand in ;

I dothinke: that fire, is therefore vtterly co be condem- 
ned, becauſe ſometime either a towne or houſe, is ſet a 
fire therewith , be it by negligence or malice of others:

orthat good drinke is therfore to te diſpraiſed, becauſe 
fome that exceed therein, and lye ripling, and quaſfing 
at it all day long , ſometimedolofe, both their wealth, 
and wits andall thereby. Leaving therefore, the abuſe 
of Tabacco:or atthe leaſt, touching it, as occaſton thal] 
be offered: my meaning is onely to deale with T ab.cco 
itſeife: and therein to ſhe : that , neither of it ſelfe, or 
for it ſelfe, itis to be ſo mightily miſliked: or at the leaſt 
wiſe, notſo much tobe milliked for thoſe cauſes , and 
reaſons, which are by the Author alleaged. 
The order that I will obſerue ſhall be thus :the eight 
chiefe, and capitall arguments, which him felfe hath 
ſer downe, I will alleage verbatim, and inthe ſame or- 


der, as he hathplacedthem. Andthat being done, I

Touching mine owne particular fantacie and affe- 


ction to T abacco - I proteſt, itis no manerof way, tyed 


ynto it, For in all my life,cither I did never take it atall: 
orelſe verie ſeldome : ſo that, euen in that reſpe@ alſo, 


I may be held,as a moſt indifferet indge for the matter.

Onely ſaid he , for miſta- 
king ofa word or two: forwhereas he ſhould have bid 
an honeſt man, good morrow : he chaunced tobidhim 


Deliuer his purſe, VVell ſaid his Lord, ſmiling, I wildo 
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what I can to get his pardon ofher Maieſtie : butyet in 


good faith tellme,what ſhaltthou haue, for thy paines? | 
if his pardon be gotten. By my troth, quoth he: andI 
willnor lye vnto your Lordſhip, the troth is, I am pro- 
miſed fortie pound.But if itpleaſe your Honor to make 
ic vÞ ten pound more , and togiue mefiftie , as God 
iudge me, I care not if he be hanged by and by. Ande- 
ucnſo in amaner it fareth with me , touching the caſe 
of T abacconow in queſtion, For if vypon the matter, he 
ſbal be found meete to remaine ſtill in requeſt, in ſome 
ſort, I ſhall be glad thereof : if otherwiſe, I ſhall not 
ereatly be aggrieued.

That there mult regard be had,of the age, of the time, 
of the diſeaſe, of the ſexe,ofthe region and place,of the 
complexion, &c. orelſe all is marred: and therecan - 
come no goodeither ofir, orof any thingelſe that is 
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SI! 'S. diſorderly taken, &c | 
All this is yeclded vnto,ſo that there needeth no lon- | 

ger ſpeech at alwherethere is no contraditio. So that ; 

briefly to conclude: This Argument ſeemeth, altoge- | 


ther to drive againſt the immocerar, and diſorderly a- 

buſe of Tabacco: and not much againſt the thing it felt: 

andeuery artificer andmeane trades man, can both ſee 

it, andalſoſay as much: that where no order is kept, 

there the worke cannot proſper, or come to good ct- 

fect. As forexample: He were a {imple Cooke, thar 

chought all meates ihould be dreſſed alike :or that a 

Chine of Beefe, ſhould haueno greater afire, nor no | 

longer a time of roſting , then a douſin of Larkes. And | 

he hath ſmall knowledge in baked meate, that ſuppo- 

ſeth that a good fat paitie of Veniſon, muſt haue no 

longer a time, cither of baking, or of ſoaking, thenan 

apple Tart. Neither is he to be accounted to haue any 
$kill in baking of bread, I trow, that will firſt thruſt in 

the batch of bread into the Ouen, and then make the 

fire afterward. 

So that to conclude where all circumſtances are not 
conſidered, that ought to be regarded: and where any 
actionis to be performed , and where methode, order, 
and proportion is not kept and obſerued, there all the 
labour is loſt, and whatſoever is taken in hand, is mard 

, forlacke of diſcretion. So fareth it with Tabacco: that 
- where it is immoderately and diſorderly vied, there I 
confefle ſome offence perchaunce , may well inough 
grow by the abuſe therof: and yer forall that,the poore 
Simple of itſelfe, and the right vſe thereof, may iuſtly — |} 
deſerue great commendation, Hitherto then, it ſeems ; 
weagreewell inough, 
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But here in your farther diſcourſe you {zy : That we 
ſee by experiense,that ſome aliſeaſed of the Dropſie,ani moiff 
complexions, and maladies growing of ſuperfluities of hu. 
mors, haue receined zreat helpe by the np w/e of this 
Tabacco,erc. 

T abacco is very much beholding to you for this, ] 
aſſure you, that your ſelfe hath here confeſſed by the 
way: and ft isalmoſt as much, as is either to be wiſhed, 
or looked for,for the great good of Tabacce. For if it be 
well weighed,it mightily confuteth,all the reſt in a ma- 
ner of your bitter inucighing againſt itzin other places: 
namely : that it hindreth digeſtion , it depriveth nature of 
nouriſhment, it deſiroyeth natural heate , ut marreth propa. 
gation, it is a daungeroxs poiſon : and the like, 

For now in the meane while, ex confeſss: Tabacco 
1n this place is held for a thing very good for dropfies bars lay 
and moiſt complexions,and wateriſh diſeaſes:and inlome 0- 
ther placeshereafter,as you athrme,zt 7s 200d for the [cur- 
uy,for weake cold ſtomackes ,for rheumaticke fluxes,for aroſe 
& foggy bodtes,yca : and for expelling of poyſon in ſome ſort, 
Fc. All which ſayings of yours, are in my opinion mar- 
ucllous great praiſes for T abacco: &ſo great,as no grea- 
ter Praiſe can well be deuiſed,tobe attributed,or given, 
toany one ſimple inthe garden, What ?To be good to 
curedropſies, and wateriſh diſeaſes , and rheumes, and 
{curuies, andcold, and weake ſtomackes, &c, V\ hy : 
what would you more? would you haue it good for all 
things? Nay: the honeſtſtranger that praifed butter fo 
—_ ,could neuer bring that ro paſſe in his butter as 
g00d as it was: for when that he had ſaid all the good 
that he could of it, ſaying, it was good to cate at all 


times, both morning and cuening,and good for all 
B 2 
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ſorts of people both early and late, and good for pies, 
cakes, and ſpice-bread, and many other junketing 
knackes zand in the end praifed itſoexceſituely, that at 
the laſt he confirmed it with an oath, that it was the on- 
ly thing in the world, for it was good for all things: 
Nay,ho there , ſayd a good fellow , and a ſtander by, 
Thats notſo: for it is net good toſtop ouens, Although 
Tabaccobenot good torall things: no, nor for ſo many 
things neither, as butrer is perchance , yet by my fay: 
it is well, it ir be good for ſo many things , and 
ſo great matters, as dropſies and the like, as you haue 
ſayd: and you {tail hardly match him againe I warrant 
you, with his like in all points. 

Marry it your meaning be by this reaſon , onely to 
reprehend the abuſe and diſorder thereof: Then this 
controuerlie is atanend, But yet as I haue already ſaid: 
The lacke of diſcretion of the party that vſeth it: is no 
diſpraiſe to the thing that is abuſed. 

Youlſtillgo on, andatthe laſt you find fault with 
T abacco, For that by theſe of Tabacco , the natuall offices 
ad funttions ofthe body are peruerted,as namely the mouth, 
throat, and ſlomacke, are made emmunttory cleanſing places, 
ad ſinkes fer the filth, and ſuperfluous excrements of the 
whole body 5c.

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ſage for cough fleame, fs the lungs, and allo to caſt 
vp and diſcharge 1]] matters fromthe ſtomacke , by the 
way of vomiting, either procured by art, or otherwiſe 
comming voluntarily by natures motion, \ when ſhe fin- 
deth her ſelfe ſurcharged with an overplus. So that by 
theſe doings it ſhould ſeeme, here is either no offence at 
all done vnto nature, neither yet her courſe peruerted : 

or at the leaſt, nothing ſomuch wronged, & perverted, 

as is by youſtppoſed.Marrviftheſe excrements which 
are wont to be brought thither, andto be conue yed a- 
way by thoſe places, were left there roremaine, it were 
another matter , and there were ſomewhat to be favd : 
but daily experience maketh it manifeſt, and your felfc 
alſo confeſlerth ir, that it bringethno more thicher, then 


it carieth away from thence. And ſo vpon the reckenir 2. 
it ſhould ſeeme itis ſofarre from caufing any annoy-. 


ance or offence , that it rather cleanferh and preſeruerh 
thoſe places , by! keeping them much better, and ſwee- 
rer, then otherwiſe.

True it isthatthe good temperament,and conftitu- 
tion of our bodies dependerh vpon the inſt, and due 
proportion and mixture of the foure mean * not 
that each body hath alike quantity, or proportion of 
the fayd Elements in.them , by weight and meaſur 
but according to the rulesof ivltice, and huficicooyſo for 
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euery particular body to haue , they beſo orderly min. 
led and proportioned, as is beſt for the health and 
itrength of that particular body ,to make him able to 
do,and performc,all thoſe funRions and ations, which | 
arc fitteſt for the body to do, andperforme. For exam- ; 
ple ſake, as that horſe is ſaid to haue his health beſt,and 
to be ofa good conſtitution, which 13 beſt able in run- 
ning,and other ations , toperformethoſe things beſt, 
which appertaine to a horſe, for to do: and as that dog 
l;kewiſe is ſaid,to be beſt, & ſoundeſt, which in hunting, 
a'1d ſmelling, &c, with beſt ſtrength and agility perfor- 
meth his fun&ions : ſois that man fayd to be in beſt 
plight of body andperfe&health , which findethhim- 
ſelte beſt able to performe , and diſcharge all thoſe acti- 
ons which are agrecable for his body, andincident to 
the nature of man: ſo that, they andwe conliit of the 
like elements: but not of the like proportion & mixture 
ofthe ſameelemets; but yer of ſuch a ſufficient & coue- . 
nient temperature, as ſhall be moſt befitting for the |

Touching the great ſtore, of vnaizeſted, and crude hu- 
mors, which aye the effects of immodeyate heates in vs, as 
you affirme ; ard ſo conſequently are cauſe and occaſion of 
hate feuers; Tec no cauſe of any ſuch feare by T abacco. 
For if daily experience may ſerue for a ſufficient 
proofe of the contrarie : I for my part, haue ſeene none 
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 ſeafons, be one of the eſpeciall helpes, torid andcure 
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at all:neitherhath any man elle I am ſure knowne any; 
or at the leaſt, very few, among ſo manythouſands,thar 
dailytake it, that hauc fallen into agues direly ypon 
the taking of Tahaccs: and theretore,euen by that expc- 
riment alfo it doth ſeeme vnto me, that the taking 
thereof, eſpecially in fume,/which as your ſelfe graun. 
teth, hath very ſmall force to worke any preat matter </p0r 
our boates ) can cauſe noſuch fierie, and extreame heare 
inthe bodie, as is by you ſuppoſed, bur rather , if it cc 
give anyheate, yet that heate is rather a familiar, ard 4 
pleaſing heare, then an immoderate, extraordinaric,” 
and anzguiſh diſtemperature, EE 

And as for them that affirme , Agues to be cured by 
T abacco,as you lay; if any vnlearned lo ſay: in my iudge- 
ment,itis an vnfauory ſpeech,& without lence or me- 
thode, and[ leaue it tothem char (o (ay, to detend it 25 
they can. But it may be,you miſtake them. Poilit!e iris, 
thattheir ſaying, yea , and their meaning too, is thus: 
that in the curing of Agues, Tabacco, may have his 
good vie, it he be rightly vſed : as well as other purga- 
tives haue. And that opinion weſl vncerftood, i5nor 
greatly amiſle. For if Purgations, being done tn good 
order, and conueniently giuen in their due times, and

rotten Agues, as you know 1tis : then iris like inough., 
that Tabaccs, by his purging facultie , may do much 
_ by taking away the cauſe of the Ague , as other 

urgations do. For if you thinke it can do no good that 
way, becauſe it is hote and drie: then by that reaion 
likewiſe, no Purgatiues in a maner, that the old aunc1- 
ent writers did 6x can do any good that way. For that 
they were all, or moſt ofthemot rhe ſame nacure, hore

As tor the daunger that you preſuppole,, is 7 the of 
ten vſeof Tabacco, to them that be in health,for dj iſsipating, 
& conſuming that wholeſome hamor, by often vomits,ſeeaes, 
ſreatings, ſpittings,and conghings,which otherwiſe world be 


earned to 2004 bls 1d, and nouriſhment : * and all this to be. 


done to by the {ure of Tabacco, { which by and by vant- 
{fheth away,as allſmokes do.) In my fancy, all this is 
buta meere imagination : and directly againſt that 
which your ſelfe bath ſayd already:atfirming that the 
fume hathno great force to worke , any matter ofmo- 
ment in our bodres, as alſo flat again( common and 
daily experience. For neither I, nor you , nor any man 
elſe,in my opinis,cuer did ſee,that the fume(for of that 
your talke mult be,orelfe youralketono purpoſe)which 
i5 thething onely that is in dailyvſe, dideuer worke,a- 
ny great purgings, or vorits, or fweates:orif it did at 
any time: yet it was by a meere accident and chance; 
which is nothing to purpoſe, As fortheother humidi- 
ties , which as you ſay , it prouoketh, from the braine, 
and other parts of the head : a man may thinke, that 
thoſe things may as conueniently bedone , and with as 
lice hurt or danger with Tabacco, aswe ſee them daily 
= by your Errhinaes , and Naſalazes, and Sternutato- 
zes, whichare viſually giuen in Phiſicke by the noſe, to 
6 6180 ſneeſtng ,and clammy filth to come downe that 
way: or by your Maſtichatories, which you vie to chew 
and toprouoke the paſſing awayof oftenſtue humours 
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by the month : Or by your expertorating medicines,and 
procurersof Phleagme to be diſcharged, and au oided 
by coughings, 

Pur ityour meaning be, thar it conſumerh only that 
humidity,which is layed vp in the lowach,as ina ftore- 
houſe ,to ſerue to good purpole he reafrer; euen in that 
point alfo 0,you aredeceiued, conſidering the great wa- 
teriſhneſle, and overmuch mo:[ture , ofour country,

Caueat, as it vere, to take heedethat we »buſe them 
not. And therefor: your ſciic faid very well, alitlc be- 
fore: that 70 Purge,be he familiar and gentle: or other wiſe 
ſtrong and Vi olent. ought to be fa 191Uuarty , or daily wſed, 
This Rokeich 2 ns rrue, being ſpoken of all Purga- 


tives; and reacheth ro Tabaccoallo, if 7 46. be vied 


dailyas a Purgatiue, But for ty part, 1 "Hm No man, 

that vſettiit as a Purgatiue datly , be it, eithermnfuſt- 
on, or decoction, or in a Sirupe, or EleQuarie made 
tor that purpoſe, 'or in the way of ar extract, or any 0- 
ther way «lfe, to thatvſe and ſeruice , If any man do it, 

lethim do it, ar his owne periil. For he that will haue 
the Pigge, or Gooſe rolted, after his owne faſhion , as 


they are wont to ſay in my countrie,and will not vethe 


helpe, and aduice ofthe skiitull Cooke therein, then if 
any thing chaace to be amille in the roſting, yet let the 
Poore Pigge,and the poore Goole po {cot-iree. For the 
Gooſe you know, may be a good Gooſe, {as the good- 

wite laid to her atantcs (goole)lct him do as he wil:) 
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that is, vpon the overſight, and indiſcretion of the par- 
tie, that would needes haue it ſo dreſſed, according to 
his owne mind, and faſhion. So, ifthey will be bufte, 
and falla purging , without the aduice, of the honeſt, 
and leaned Phiſttjon , let them take their pleaſure, in 
the natne of God: but if they chaunce to catch copper, 
by the way, let them thanke themſelues.

- Tegraunt, that there is in euery mans bodie for the 
moſt part acertaine kind of ſuperfluous Phlegmaticke 


humor: as alfo one other excrement, which ſhall be 


namelefte, which rhough it be an excrement, yet, 1t1s 
called by the nameofa Profitable excrement, and may 


 ferne, anddoth ſerue ſometime, to ſupply the place of 


nouriſhment, and foode: and therefore may well beare 
the name, of Nutrimentumfuturam, as ſome dotearme 
it. Albcit, there is another vſe al of that ſaidhumidi- 
tie, which is laid vp in the ſtore-houſe of our body: as 


thatlearned Huernims, hath well noted, comparing the 
bodic 
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bodie of man tothe frame dfthe world; having the 


grear Ocean ſea ſoplaced in it as it 15,that by his ſuflicicr 
moiiture, and humidirie , he might {ſtill cemper the 
oreat exceſſive heate of the Sunne, which otherwiſe, it 
that were not, wold goneare happily,with his cotinual 
hote beames, to {ct the whole world a fire, The like vſe, 
ſaith he, hath that ſame moiſture, and humiditie in our 
bodies, &c.But that this good matter fornouriſhmenr, 
ſhould beexhauſted, 2nd conſumed, in that exceflive 
maner, by the vie of poore T abacco , being taken in 
ſmoke, (for ſo you meane I thinke, or elle, you ſay no- 
thing tothe purpole ) there necdeno feare ar all in all 
the world tobe hadot any ſuch matter. Nay,rather 1n 
my opinion, if it be well examined , it will be found a 
greathelper, and maintainer, of that true natural good 
humidicie, which in timewould become good nourith- 
ment,as you ſay; rather then a hinderer ot che ſame: as 
hath alreadie partly bene fſhewed before in your ſecond 
Chapter, and ſhall heresfter more ar large be declared, 
And for proofe thereof let this reaſon be ſomething 
regarded,which followeth. This our countrie, andna- 
tive ſoile of Zre/and, is an land, andrhe moſt famous 
Iſland in Chriſtendome, as all the world knoweth. And 
be it, but for that we are Iſlanders, yet, even inthat re- 
ſpect, for the very ſituation of our countric, we are by 
nature ſubie&t,, roouermuch moiſture, and rheuma- 
ticke matter, Now, adde vnto this, that Engii/h men 
commonly are great eaters, nay rather great ſurfetters, 


and dodelight much, and a great deale more, then any 


Nation elſe, invarietie, and number of ſundrie meates, 

and diſhes , whereof the Prouerbe came, 7 am [atuy, 

quam Anglus, And yet go farther. Engliſhmen,arc now 
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- become exceſſine great urinkers, not onely of Peere, 
and Ale, but allo,ot all kind of wine, no Nation inthe 
world, more. And moreouer beſide all this: we Englith 
men, oftend as much in idleneſle, in careleſle fittings 
vp,and watchings, and diſtempering otour bodies , in 

 royotous ſports and paſtimes, and in looſcneſle of li- 
uing, as any people vnder the Sun , whatſoever , By all 
which inordinate meanes: that ſame good and neceſſa- 
rie moiſture which nature proutdeth, and layeth vp in 
{tore to do vs good withall,is commonly ſo tar ſurchar- 
ged,and choked,with another vyprofitable crude humi- 
ditie, that ſhe ſeemeth daily to make her mone, avd to 
call forhelpe,to haue that ſuperfluonsand comberſom | 
enemie remoued,and conſumed:which otherwiſe wold ; 
be an impediment,to the remainder ofthatother good, 
& natural moiſture, which nature would willingly pro- 
uide, forthe ſupply of nouriſhment, and other good v- 
ſes. For as Conduits, if they had not vents for to fpend | 
their waſt water,vouldin time,cither breake,or elſe be- 
come vnprofitable:ſo in our bodies,this vnnaturall,and 
ouer- great increaſe of vnneceſlary humidities and moi- 
ftures,being madeby thoſe meanes which I mentioned |. 
before,would breed great annoyances,ifthey were not :

drinks./ſquabah,and D, Steeuens water, Roſa ſolis,and A- 
qua vite, greene Ginger, prelerued Nutmegs, andthe 
three Peppers,andthe like,might goa begging. VVhar 
ſtronger men hauc youor more actiue , then our Iriſh 
people? I hope they neuer came to that ſtrength at the 
firſt,or maintained it,now they haue it, with drinking of 
ſnow water.

Theſe obieRions, are much like vnto thoſe thar 
went before: and are already ſufficiently anſwered. But 
yet for farther ſatisfaCtion : let this yet, be remembred 
by the way: That in another place before; your ſelfe 
hath confeſſed: Thatin cold, rheumaticke, hydropicall bo- 
ares, Ec. Tabacco may domuch good , And now is it be- 
come, the cauſe of increaſe, of theſe rheumes, and cold 
wateriſh humors in our bodies? here is a great altera- 
tion indeed, vpon a ſudden. 

Likewiſe in another place, you ſayd, it cured D. 
T. ofhis cold rheumaticke ſtomach . Andas I take it, 
that was done: by giuing of it ſome increaſe of good 
heate, with a ſufficient drineſſe : for otherwiſe I know, 
he couldnot haue bene cured. For this is flat,andplaine, 
that contraria, cortraris curantur . And Iam ſure, your 
ſelfe alſo, is of that opinion. And is T abacco,now found 
outto be adecayer,anddiſfipator, ofthatnaturall kind- 
Ty heate, which heretofore , itdid giue, and procure to 
others? by your owne confeſſion? By my fay: the recon- 
ciling of theſe,and the like ſpeeches (whereof, there be 


diverſe in your booke) will puta wiſer man thenI am, 
or 
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oryour ſelfe either; rocaſt about, and to ſeekethe bot- 
rome of his wits , how it may be brought to paſſe . Bur 
for that the proofe of this your fifth reaſon, hangeth 
vypon the proofe of your fourth argument, as your ſelfe 
faith, and for that cauſe, your ſelte alſo is willing to re- 
ferre vs ouer,tothat fourth part of your Diſcourſe: eucn 
fowillI doto: and ſoherereſtawhile. 

And in the meane time, ifitwill pleaſe you to give 
me leaue to enter into the conſideration, of ſome of 
your pretty odde conceits , which you haue here jet 
; downe inthis.chapter, I will thanke you. The croth 1s, I 
' feare me,l am nor very well able to conceive your mea- 
7 ning thoroughly, by reaſon, thar, ro my thinking, in the 
delivering of them , youdo vſe , diuerſe kinds of win- 
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/ dings, in,andout, andas it were certaine turnings to, 
; and fro; thatarenor altogether voyde of obſcurity : but 
| itmaybe, itismy weakenefle in vnderſtanding, and 
; not your darkeneſle in penning, And therfore in truth, 


; I crave pardon, if I chance to make an offence in miſta- 

þ king,&c. 

;  Oneof your conceits is this: That much hardneſle, 
and drinefle is the occaſion,that moiſture,cannot enter. 

If you meane by theſe words : hard, and dry: an exceſ- _ 
flue, andan extreame hardneſſe, and drinefſe in the - 
higheſt degree :then it may be yeelded vnto. As,for ex 

_ ample: Ahard flint, or a marble ſtone: or ahote , hard, 
dry gad of ſteele, will admit no moiſture intoit, Icon- 
feſſe: though you powre neuer ſo much water vpon 
them . Bat whats this to Tabacco ? or what analogie, 
or proportion, 1s there betweene our bodies, and 
theſe things ? though old bodies be dry , and hardtoo: 

 Yetare they neuer ſo dry, and hard, but they can admic 
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moiſture well inough : like as when the earth is verie 


 dry,inſo much, that it is thereby full ofchaps , and 


chinkes, becauſe it is a porous bodie,as we call it,and in 
{ome ſort ſpongions, it is therſore apt,8 able to receiue 
great moiſture , and to drinke in mightie ſhowers of 
raine, as daily experience ſheweth: albeit, as it ſhould 
ſeeme,youarc ofa contrary opinion , Andeuen fo, ta- 
reth it with our bodies, 
 Anotherconceit of yours is this : That drineſſe,doth 
not onely hinder the receiuingof moiſture : but alſo by 
that meanes, it is an enemy to nouriſhment , as you in- 
terrevpon it, Firſt, to anſwer you merily: and fo I pray 
you to take it; all the ſuckgrouts in London, and allthe 
whole company of tiplers, of which ſocietie, I tellyou, 
there isnot the leaſt number , will beallvpon you with 
open voice, and come all againſt you in this: to teſtifie: 
That drinefle neuer hindered as yet, the receiuing, and 
imbibing in of any goodIiquor, But in good ſadneſle,[ 
thinke you ſpeake and meanethis,of an exceeding great 
drineſle, and inthe higheſt degree , and ſuch as cannot 


| be faundinour bodies: for ſoit muſt needes be that you 


meane,and no otherwiſe. And in that ſence,I aſſure you 
ouermuch wet alſo,is as great an enemy to nouriſhmet; 
as by this familiar example may ſoone appeare. Admit 
a very good meddow,be-ouermuch glutted with water: 
and altogether ouerwhelmed as it were, with continu- 
all raine: and you ſhall ſee, what wiſe bay , and what 
trim graſſe, you ſhall haue of that meddow. So thaty- 


_ ponthereckening , lay butthe hare-worts, againſt the 


gpole pib'c ts, aswe are wont toſay: and for my part, I 
cenot, but that T abacco, may worke as much good to 


vs, in the autoiding of roo much moiſture, as it is like to 
bring 
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| brivg harme, inthe procuring oftoo much drinefle. 
Touching your painting outof olde age, with his 
ſtiffe, and dry ſinewes , and with many other of his infir- 
miries, and imperfeQions; I confeſle them all to be 
true, and wiſh with all my hart, that] were able tore- 
medie them : were it but to amend, ſome crooked con. 
ditions in wy ſelfe's and ſome thing elſe.But yet I ſeeno 
reaſon, why that greatcold, ſhouldnot beas great an 
occaſion of the increaſe of all theſe harmes, and imper- 
feRtions inold age,as any thingelſe that can benamed. 
For he that thinketh not, that cold hath a mightie 
ſtrength,to worke a wonderfull hardnefle, arid drinefle; 
let him bur remember this laſt great iroſt in Nouetn- 
berlaſt paſt', or if he hath benein ſome of theſe great 
cold countries, ſuch as R#ſs:a,(where in very deed I ne- 
uer was, although not veric farre from it, when it was ) 
he can then tell, that the ground is ſo hard and dry, and 
all by the reaſon of cold onely, for one halfe yeare, or 
thereabour, that they are enforced toleaue their dead 
bodies vnburied during all that time, being notable 
with any inſtrument in the world, to enter into the 
_ earth, andto breake it vp; vntill the Sunne be come a- 
bout againe to relent, and mollifie the fame. So that 
thus I conclude : whether we take Tabacco: or take no 
T abacco: yetſecing all thoſe infirmities, and imperfe- 
cions, which you haue reckened vp , do follow old age 
cuen by the courſe of nature, much like as the ſhadow 
waiteth vppon our bodies : and ſeeing that great cold, 
either 1s, or may be, asgrear, an increaſer, and haſtiner 
ofthoſe infirmities ,as any one thing elle is, that can be 
named in all the world: and ſeeing our poore friend Ta- 
bacco, hatha goodandaſpeciall Pong ,toreſiſt, that 
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proſeſled great enemy, the cold: ine thinke, it were a 
rcalonab'e {ute, ro intreate, that 7 avacro, mightrather 
be eſteemed as a friend,then a foc ,cuen to old ape alſo: 
whoſe heate in this caie no doubt, is rather a pleaſure, 
then any offence at all vnto old men. 

And yetyou haue one other conceit more, which 
maintaineth one of the ſtrangeſt opinions , that cuer [ 
heard of in all my lite, as olde as Iam : and that is this: 
Thar by reaſon of hote and dry Sommers in harue(t 
time, the greateſt waters, and ſand flouds are (moſt wont 
co appeare, &c. This in very truth, isa point beyond 
Eela:andIamnotableto reach vnto it,or to vaderitand 
it. It was mychanceto ſtandby,when it was; when that 
a Noble man in this Iand, was in an excceding great 
rage, with a certaine gentleman , an acquaintance of 
mine, avery proper man , andaſtour, The Noble man 
grew into ſuch choler with him,that at the length he all 
to be knaued the gentleman : and oftentimes repeated 
theſe words: I tel] thee, thou art a knaue :nay Irtell thee 
troth, thou art avery knaue. The gentleman,ſtood long 
mute, and ſayd neuer a word, but at the length, he could 
hold no longer, but burſt out into theſe words: As God 
iudge me, my Lord: If your Lordſhip, ſhould tell me 
neuerſooft, that-I am a knaue, yet you ſhall pardon 
me: for, by God, I will neuerbelecue it, and fayd not 
one word more. The like anſwer I muſt be bold to make 
vnto you: for if yourtell me neuer fooft, that dry Som- 
mers, make great water flouds :yet in very truth, I will 
neuerbelecue it, And what your meaning is in (o ſaying, 
I proteſt I know not : but this I wot well, I am ſure of: 
chat vpon thislaſt grcat drought hat wehad,as wellin 
the Sommer time, as alſo in the tallthis yeare, the river 
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ofthe Thamis, was becoine fo ſhallow, and dry a5 
were: that the poore VWeſterne barges as us 
much of their Hard paſſages downe theriuer, to ferue 
her Maieſtic , andher Majeſtics citic of | Eirdon . while 
ſhe lay at Richmond : and now fince her MaieſtieT; 
come to Vhite-tall, to: Iknow, diverſe good Tartan; 
thatare enforced to driveftheis cattell rwo mics, and 
more, to water them:who were wont to haue rear 
ſtore and plenty of water,euen at their owuc doores "aw 
fore thishote, and dry weather came to drie vp ! he 
ſprings . And therefore to thinkethat dry Sommers, i 


cauſe of great waters,in my opinion .is nothing elle. bur { 


to dreamnie of a dry Somn er, 
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This herhe , or rather weeds :  ſeemeth not Untae of Vee 
nome , and thereby ſeemeth an enemy , tothe life 2 of man,

ſedly be opened, to the common people.! knew a Prea- 


cher once, and a verie toneft learned man , who meant 
- noharme, I dare ſweare for him, yet inueiching in his 
Sermon earneſtly , againlt the wickednel ofthis age. 

 andtelliivg ot che bad dealing, that lewd Oltlers vied,a- 
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bout the greaſing of their horſe teeth,and the like vnho- 
neſt crickes, that Bailifes vſed , about he altering, and 
changing, of cowes hornes , that were miſlmng, and 
{trayed abroad: didmore harme in repeating thele de- 
ceitfull ſleights,then ail rhe reſt of his Sermon could do 
good to his auditorie . And you alſo inthisplace, by 
your leaue,might,in my opinion,havebene ſomething 
better aduiſed, then to haue vied,ſo liberall,or rather ſo 
lauiſhing a kind of ralke,both of poyſons, andof purga- 
tive medicines: ſtill coupling of them rogether,in ſuch 
an odious hatefull manner,as youdo.

. Inthe meane time, yethappieitis, that God him- 
ſelfe,hath pronouncedby himſelfe,that he is the author 
of Philicke , and hath therefore commanded, the Philt- 
tion, to behadin ſome good regard and reverence for 
his knowledpe ſake. Otherwiſe, ifſuch tales as you haue 
told of poyſons, and of purgatiues, ſhould be belecued: 
(as indeed,God be thanked, they arenotto becredited) 
Phiſttzons might ſay they haue ſpun a fine threed , and 
brought their hogs ro a faire market: and Phiſicke her 
ſelke might haue great cauſe to reioyce,for bringing vp, . 
ſo dutifull, and ſogood a child , as you are . What? 
hath Phificke, hitherto bene counted the moſt excellent 
piftof rhe Higheſt, and bene called by theancient wri- 
ters,the hand,and finger of God, for his wonderfull et- 
tects, and operations: and is it now in your iudgement 
norhing elſe but a hodge podye, and a mingle mangle 
of poyſons?Ifthis beſo :then itis more then high time, 
for her Maieſty and this moſt honorable Parliament, to 
take ſome order for Phiſicke, and Phiſitions too, For al+

For of that fort of Venoms, 
a very little quantity, being taken into the body, ouer- 
throweth vs, and corrupteth nature, becaule it is ene- 
mie tonature, 7024 ſubſtantia, as we terme it, and there- 
forecan neuverbeturned to good: butas alitle rotten- 
nefle in an apple, canneuer becomeſound, and good a- 
gaine, bur will corrupt andperiſhtherett , valeſle it de 
feparated from the reſt, andcut away ; euentoit fareth 
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with venums 1n our bodies, pafſing through, the whole 
hodte, and maſle of our temperature, in like maner, as 
a licle Saffron, mingled in a quantitie of liquor, giueth 
a tincture to all thewater, or as alitle Gde being 
eaten , maketh both the vrine and the ſpittle, and the 
breath of the eater to {me!] thereof: even ſuch a kind,of 
infection,and working in our bodie, is procured by ve- 
nimes, valeſſe with all ſpeede , they be cither by vomit, 
' __ auoided: or otherwiſe miraculouſly maſtered. But now 
> g2o0d fir, if you were but examined vpon your know- 
ledge, how many you have knowne in all yourlite, to 
haue bene poiſoned with Tabacco: I thinke you would 
be put very much vyato your ſhifts , ro findout but ſo 
many as poore one, notwithſtanding it isfo common- 
ly, andſodaily taken, as it 15: andyet nothing taken a- 
gainſt itneither, either roanoideit, orelfero correft it. 
Then Ihope ir ſtanderh cleare, that poore T abaccs, is 
none of thoſe dangerous poiſons: vnleſſe you callhim  #F 
ſo, in that large ſignification, which we haue ſpoken of, 
calling all thoſe things, which donotnouriſh, or feede 
vs, after a ſortvenimes, or poiſons: for that they are in 
{ome maner,contraric to mans narure,for that they are 
notapt, either to increaſe, or preſerue the ſubſtance of 
man: and in that ſort, as I hauetold you, a ſtone, ora 
pecce of geld is a goodly poiſon too, >: 
The reſt of your ſpeech: as that z# zs a violent Purgati- 
0n, and thevefore Bags 2ood correffines,ec. proueth no 
more Tabaccs, to be il}, and daungerous, then other 
things to be enen ſotoo, that are vſed in Philicke,! But | 
yet it proueth very well indeed, all th to be fools, that 
will vſc it, or any thing elſe vnaduiſedly, to purge with- 
all. Andtheretol agree with you, asI haucalreadie, at 


large 


large ſignified, and declared before. 

You build much vpon the accidents,and ſymptoms, 
that ſometime do follow the large takingtherof: name- 
ly, 4s violent vomits, many,and infinite ſlooles, great gnaw- 
inzs, and torments of the guts, defect of feeling, and vnder- 


ftandingloſſe of jreht,and giddimeſſe of head, profound and 


deepe ſleepes,&rc. And hereupon you thinke you haue a 
_ greathand of the marrter, and haue ſaid much to proue 
T abacco,to be a great, and adaungerous poiſon, &c, It 
you may make your owne accompt, it were hardI per- 
ceiue, ifyou didleeſe by the reckening. Butit you were 
but friendlyexamined, but vpon this point : how many 
you hadeuer ſeene, or known, to be 1n this pickle,vpon 
the taking of Tabacco: I thinke (to fpeake within my 
compaſle) it will be very hard for you, to giue the in- 
ſtance of fiue thouſand in all your life : and yet I thinke 
roo, that, cuen that were as caſte for you to do: as to 
give the inſtance but of five. And farther , admit that it 
hath wrought any of theſe effects, vpon any ſome, at a- 
ny time, as vpon ſome great , and ſome vnreaſonable 
diſorderperchaunce it hath: yet what of that?I am ſure, 
_ thatI haueſeene for your one, that you can name that 
way,an hundred attheleaſt, vpon immoderate taking 
and powring in of good wine, that have bene inthe 
ſame pickle, and worſe too: and yet I hope, itſhall not

Bur yet you ſtill go on: andvrge farther: and ſay that 
it is the more daungerous poiſon: becaxiſe that it hath contra- 
 rie qualitzes in it: for it hath alſo, ſay you, 4 ſinpefying, and 
4 bentimming propertie, or qualitie , which 15 in the extres- 
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as your ſelfe affirmeth, | 

Here ts good ſtuftc indeed. What? hath T abacco hi- 
therto bene accounted ſo daungerous athing, and all 
for his extreame heate, and therefore called by you, the 
fierie, helliſh, ſcorching fume, our of Plutoes forge, and 
hath it now ſuch a great cooler ioyned with it? I hope 
you know, and will confeſle, that two extreames, can- 
not conſiſt, and dwell together, in one, andthe ſelfc 
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Tameſubſtance, in equalldegrees, andat onetime: no 


more then darke midnight, and cleare ſhining noone 
day, can be at one inſtant, in one and the ſelte ſame 
place: or that any one thing can be as hote as fire, and 
the ſelfe ſame to be as coldas yce, atone inſtant. Here 
you attribute vnto T abacco,a cold quality in the higheſt 
degree: and heretofore you haue aſcribedvnto him, a 
heate more then ordinarie , nay, almoſt rather in the 
like extremitie, if your words be throughly ſcanned: 
which is impoſhbleto hangrogether. Butvpon this er- 
rour dependeth the greateſt force of your former argu- 
ments. Andthis principle pk 2-0 ouerthrowne, 
which is this: That zhe heat of Tabacco 7s ſo exceeding 
hote, that it is able to inflame,and deſtroy naturall heat exc. 
(which isnothing ſo indeed, asI perceiue by your own 
confeſſion here that it isnot, having ſucha cooling card

this argument. And muſt it needs be deuiſed, and inuen- | 


ted by the diuvell >and muſt ir needes be vicd by the di- 
uels Prieſts, and ſeruants, and by none other 2 and muſt 
not Chrſtian men vſe it, in anycaſe, becauſe Infidels, 
the diuels ſeruants, hauevſed it? what remedie? Bur yer 
my mind giueth me : it ſhould not be ſo. And yet all this 
while, why it ſhould come from the diuell,l heare no 0- 
ther reaſon made by you , as yet: but onely becauſe Mo- 
nardus the Spaniard affirmes it: nay rather for that he 


imagineth ittobe ſo. And my anſwer forſooth is this, 


forthat he doth bur barely affirme ir onely; and for thar 


| his aſſertion is bu: conieRurall.I feeno reaſon bur thar 


it may be as ſafely, and as caſily reiected , as belecued, 
Bur yer if the circumſtances be well conſidered , that 
Honardzs himſcife putteth downe , me thinke it were 
a more charitable morion , ro thinke that ir came from 
God,who is the author of al! good gifts, then trom the 
divell.This one thing I am moſt ſure of, that even this 
ſelfe ſame Monaras::whom you here bring againſt him, 
as your greateſt proofe; hath written as much good of 
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T abacce as can be : affirming bim not onely to be verie 
go0d,againit infinite diſeaſes ina manner : but alſo to 
havea tingular gift,to refreſh menoftheir great,andin- 


tollerable os rn inthcir tourneyings. Yea, &to 


be ſuch a wonGgertull preferuer,8& curer of poiſons:yea, 
and of that great,& admirable poiſon too,called Bague 


(how ſocuer it hath pleaſed you, toflander him in your 


laſt Chapter before this) and in concluſion knitteth vp, 
the who'e Treatiſe of him with theſe words: T hat for 


hisexcellent wertues , Tabacco, is had amoneſl the Indians, 


in wonderfull eſlimation,g>c . Now Sir, how ſuch An CX- 
cellent thing as this is, by his ownereporr, ſhould now 
be ſaydby him to come fromthe diuell; that would be 
knowne, Touching the taking of it by their Prieſts , and 


by and by falling aſlecpe thereupon,&c. Marke me but 
that whole diſcourſe well: and ye ſhall ſee, itis taken & 


reported quite amiſle : for indeede it maketh all for T a- 
bacco.For take but Monardns his owne tale : and by him 
it ſhould ſeeme; that in the taking of T abaceo: they were 
drawne vp: and ſeparated from all groſle, andearthly 
cogitations, and as it werecaried vpto a more pure and 
cleare region, of fine conceits & aCtions of the mind,in 
ſo much,as they were able thereby to ſee viſtons, as you 
ſay:&able likewiſe ro make wiſe & ſharp anſwers, much 
like as thoſe menare wont todo , who being caſt into 
trances,and exſtaſies, as we are wontto call it, haue the 
power and giftthereby, toſec more wonders, and high 
miſticall matters, then all they can do, whoſe braines, 
& cogitations, are oppreſſed with the thicke and toggy 


- vapours, of grofle,an( earthy ſubſtances . Marry , if in 


cheirtrances,& fudden fallings,they had becomenalſty, 
& beaſtly feilowes : or had in moſtloathſome manner, 
& fallen

mind more able, to come to her ſelfe, and the berrex to 
exerciſe her heanenly gifts,arid vertubs: me thirke, as I 
haue ſaid, [ {cemore cauſe why ve ſhould thinke itto be 
a rare pift imparted vnto man , by the goodnes of God, 
then to be any inuention of the divell. And if ttrart their 
Prieſts,as youcall them,do abuſe at any time,this mo 
gift,to deceiue thereby the people, with fube:l) , and 
doubtfull ſpeeches in their anſwers: that was the Prieſts 
fault,and tobe aſcr:bed vnto them : and no whit tobe. 
impured to the thing. 

Now fir, by the way : whether thoſe Priefts, &o ſerve 
thediuell,or no, and be his ſeruants as you fay chey are, 
that I doleaueto you,and othersto indge.l am of Cicers 
the Ethnickes opinion in this: That there is no pec 2 e.. 
or nation ſoruce, or barborous in the world : bur tha 
they haue ſome le nce, and feeling of God : and tþ 
thereby they do ordaine and. appoint to Hennfiles 
ſome one kind or other of divine worthip,and ſeruice ot 
that immorrtall, and omniporent b00-"4- moſt bleſſes 
cuerlaſting power : albeit, they vnderftand him noc 2- 
' righr,as we Chili co. And albeit, neither theſe In- 
dians , nor yetthote Phiiotophers, whom all ages Naue 
hicherto ſo much reuerenced : and by whorm 3 we 24aue 
receiued ſo many helpes,ot learning, as we haue,ncuer 
knew Chriſt aright, for that perchance they never heard 
of him: and therefore like inough that they go all erre in 
theirreligion,or rather ſuperſtici On :vy cr, in my fancy, 


itwerea hard thing to pronounce them all co be the 6i-

nels ſeruants, and his inſtruments : being otherwiſe 
go0d men of life, and couerſation,& blameleſle in the 
fight of the world . But for that this queſtion, apperrai- 
nethnot vnto this place , neither yet commeth within 
the compaſle of your handling or mine:T Jeaue it toour 
reuerend Diuines:to whom it beJongeth to decide ſuch 
matters. Hoping for all that , it ſhall not ſeeme tobe re- 
pugnanttothe rules of Chriitianity , to iucge the beſt, 
euvenof thoſe Infidels: and to thinke,that as God is om- 


' Nipotent and wondertull in all his doings: ſo, by thac 


his omnipotency , ioyned with his infinite mercies, he 
hath alſo many wayes , and meanes (thoughro vs, and 
our weakeneſſe vaknowne ) how to raiſe vp, plant, and 
preſerue,ſomenumbers amongſt them :of ſuch as ſhall 
be accounted, and reckened among the fellowſhip of 
thole his true ſeruants, that ſhall beſaued, And if this 
opinionof mine ſhall be thought awry, and erroniovus : 
yetT hope,it ſhall be taken,and accounted,as prims error: 
and ſol leaue for this matter: ſubmitting my ſelfe to

Bur letvs imagine, the worſt : be it , that they bethe 
diuels ſeruants : and that the vſe of this Tabacco, came 
wholly from them : ſhall it therefore be thought either 
impious. or inconuentent, or vnlawtull , for -Chriſti- 
ans tovſe it? For my part I am notofthatmind. Forl 
thinke,that religion forbids itnot:and I am ſure, honeſt 


pollicy dothnot prohibite it. Touching religion:0»! 


munda,midis:Take me yethgel pray you,asI meane ir, 
that is:as ſpoken, and meant of ſuch matters , as are not 


otherwiſe preciſely ordered , & ouerruledby Scripture, 


butare countedindifferent,&ſtand only vp6 their ove 
17 7 WC;

vſc, or abuſe, tobeeither good,or bad: and haueno ex- 
preſſe rule,example, or commandement to the contra- 
rie. As for honeſt pollicicz I referre you ouer, tothe 
daily practiſe of all good Chriſtian Princes. Imagine 
thoſe Indians be as ill, as ill may be: yer I know,that the 
Turks are as ill as they: who are the profeſled enemies, 
of Chriſt,and of his ſacred Goſpell: and yer, Iam ſure 
there are inany things both inuented and deuiſed by 
them: orelle by as il] as they : andalſo, that are daily v- 
ſedby them.: which are held in greatprice, and cſtimia- 
tion, with all Chciſtians,at this day,andby all Chriſtian 
Princes put in practiſe cuery where. Wherefore, in 
condemningT abacco, andthe Tabacconifts ſo cagerly 
inthis point, as you do: in my opinion you do in a ma- 
ner condemne all Chriſtendome for ſome one thing 
or other vied by them : which was either inuented 
at the firſt : or elſe is now daily vſed by the Infi- 
dels. 


The eiphth and laſt reaſoil *: for that 


 Itis aareat augmentor of Melancholy in our bodres which 
humor, 1s the cauſe of many great diſeaſes, and hurtful im- 
preſſzons in our bodies 5c. 
In this chapter there be many thingz,very well, and 
learnedly put downe: As, the nature, and deſcription 
of Melancholy: The difference berweene the naturali 
melancholy, and that melancholy which commeth, by - 
aduſtion, and accidentally : the ſtraunge cfte&s , and 
properties,that it breedeth,and bringeth foorth in our 
_ bodies: the helpe and vertue that ithath in it to make 


men wiſc: and how that propolition, which auoucherh

melancholy men, tobe the wileſt men, is rightly tobe 
vnderitood,&c. Alltheſe things haue very good mat- 
terintliem Iconfeſſe . And though ſome ot then:, by 
{ome men, both are, and may be contradicted, by the 
way of argument , and ſchollerly diſputation : yer for 
my part, I mindnot to gaine-ſay any one of them: for it 
werenothing to the purpoſe, for that matter which we 
haue now in hand, But when all is ſaid,that you can ſay, 
and whenallthoſe odde ends are brought together, of 
thoſe matters, which you haue laid downe, and ſcatte- 
red in your diſcourſe; the vpſhot of all your talke in this 
matter: is,and mult bethis:that T abacco increafeth me- 
lancholy humor in our bodie,and increaſeth it ſo abun- 
dantly, that it manifeſtly deſtroyeth the temperature 
of our bodie, difordering and overthrowing, the good 
actions of the ſame : and ſo conſequently is a breeder, 
and an occaſion of many diſeaſes in melancholieper- 
ſons eſpecially . And this is the marke, I am ſure tha 


 youſhootat. VVellir,then toleaue your long diſcourſe, 


and to come to handie gripes, andto make thort with 
you: then thus I ſay: if Tabacco do theſe things which 
you aftirme it doth: thar is: if it increaſe the humour of 
melancholie, and breed blacke vapours in our bodie,as 
you do ſay, it doth: then ſurely fir, it muſtneedes do nr, 
citherby his fame,and ſmoke, or elſe by his purging fa- 


cultie. For there be no moe waies, Itrow,how heſhold 


doit: for by the way of foode, Ithinkyou meane it not: 
for that is alreadie reſoliſed vpon, and put downe as a 
principle: Thatno man feedeth on T abacco, as to wake 


his meales thereof. Vell then,as touching the fume of 


T abacco, here in this chapter, youplainely, and preciſe- 


ly affirme,that by the (poke, or frume of Tabacco, all ſorts

of melancholy are auzmented, and increaſed,c5c . Burt in a- 
nother place, youhaue as plainely affirmed likewile, 
that 10 impreſs10n of any matter, cither to do hurt, or good, 

* can be made by the (moke or fume of Tabacco.Ot thele two 
contradictions, I know not I promiſe you, what <0 
make: they appeare vnto me, much like ro the Xgipti- 
ans faſt and looſe: ſo that a man cannot tell where to 
hauec you. For to do no hurt at ail:2s youſay : and ro do 
{ogreataharme, as to increaſe all ſorts of melanchoiie, 
being a matter of fo great moment,&c, which alſo,you 
do ſay: it doth ſo puzzle my wits to reconcile them well: 
asin truth, I know not what to make of it. If you can re- 

| conctlethem, I pray yourhen do it; for in truth I can- 
nor, 

As for the reaſon thatyoubring, to proue T abaccs, 
toleauein our braine, a black, ſwarte, footiſh tincture, 
becauſe 1t doth all to be-blacke the Pipe wherein it is 

taken: o Lord, itisavery weake reaſon. Forbeiweene 

our dead,and ſencelefle Pipes, made ofearth or other: 

wiſe; and the lively cauities, paſſages, and pipes of out 

breathing and liuing bodies, there isno likelihood or 
compariſon to be made. Ho . 

And for proofe hereof, let vs not ſtand now vpon 

makingof ſchoole ſyIlogiſmes: bur let vs fall to a flat de- 
monſtration - and one demonſtration you know verie 
well, is worth flue ſyllogiſmes. My demonſtration then 
ata word is this: looke me but into the throats, and no- 
ſthri!s, of allthe great T abaccotakers: view them well, I 
ſay,andpriec intotheir noſes, as much as ye pleale, and 

| I will lay what wager youwill, thatyou thall find them 

| as fairenoled gentlemen, and ascleane mouthed, and - 

throated,as any men aliue, I will warrant you, Againe 
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64 A defence of Tabaces.. 
tog0a litle farther, and toproue that the ſmoke ofa 
thing, worketh no ſuch operation, or increaſeth nor 
melancholie , as you preſuppoſe that ir doth, let me 
give you another inſtance , by another plaine demon- 
{tration. Behold your poore ploughmen, that live con- 
tinually in ſmokie houſes: and your blacke Smiths, thar 
arc ſti]l moyling infea-coale fire,all che day long - and 
Grim the Colier, that is all his life time almoſt, in con- 
tinuallſmoke, in ſomuch, as in a maner he feedes vpon 
it- and tell me, if you find many melancholie men a- 
mong them. All to be ſmeered perchaunce you ſhall 
haue them, with ſmoke,and ſoote,on the outlide, and 
with foule blacke,quarrie, ſcorched hands: but yet you 
ſhallſee them as merrie, and as madde knaues, with as 
white teeth, and as good complexions, as any men a- 
live: and as litle touched with ſadneſſe,or melancholiez 
as he that ts leaſt ſubject to that diſeaſe. Vnleſle it be 
ſometimenow andthen, when the poore Colier is ſer 
ypon the Pillorie for falſe meaſuring his coales : then 
perchaunce he may be ſomewhat ſad, and melancholic 
forthe time, while his fooles head ſtands peeping our, 
at the Pilloric hole. But aſloone as he hath given them 
the ſlip,and gotten his head once f,om the Pillorie:and 
is gone but ſome two or three miles our of London, he 
iSas metric againe as a Cricket: and allto be-knaues 
the Marſhall for his labour, and biddes him comenow, 
and he dare,to fetchhimro the Pilloric againe. hat? 
muſt pooreſmoke, being ſo light athing, and ſo ſoone 
vapoured away, and fo, and fotaken : as your ſelfe hath 
deſcribed, and by and by let out againe; muſt ſmoke | 
ſay needes haue ſo greata force,asto increaſe ſuchaſad 
{oure humor as melancholic?Is no poſſibly,as Domingo 
was 
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was woont toſay, Marrie,

mo 
of ſolide ſubſtance, ſo that it might be chewed,as other 
meates are,and ſwallowed downe, and concocted, and 
digeſted, and then diſtributed , and conveyed by the 
veines, to the particular parts of the bodie, to feede and 
cheriſh them:then perchaunce vpon this long abode, 
inthe truncke of our bodie,and vpon the thorough fer- 
menting, and working of itſelfe, into the whole maſſe, 
or lumpe of our bloud, thatgiuerh vs nouriſhment : if 
allchis, I ſay were done, or might be done: then per- 
chaunce, youhad ſomewhat to ſay , and to warne good 
Students, to take heede, how they did meddle with T a- 
basco: for feare of increaſe of melancholie . Otherwiſe, 
in my iudgement, this needlefle feare of yours, doth 
ſomewhat ſauour of melancholic in yourſelfe, For you 
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know: that melancholie men, be ſad , and fearefull, +. 


non timexda , timent: which is one of the chiefeſt pro- 
angus of a melancholie perſon. Andthus much brief. 
y; touching the ſmoke of T abacco. 

 Butnow fir, it may be your opinion is alſo, that T«- 
bacco increaſeth melancholie , and worketh this great 
daunger and offence, by his purging facultie: and this 
perchaunce isthat , which you ſeeme to glaunce at by 
the way, when you ſay: that,zt avoideth that liquid P hleg- 


maticke matter, which would be good nouriſhment, and that 


which otherwiſe ſhould be mingled with the reſt of our bloud, 


and gine a moiſture to the drineſſe of melancholie, and ſo 
keepe all things in 2ood tune,and temper,efc. 

If this be your opinion, that becauſe the ſmoke of 
Tbacco maketh the takersthereofto ſpit alitle, and te 
auoid by the mouth ſome wateriſh matter , that there- 
fore Iſay when it is vſed in purging, twill purge the 
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Feet allo, as it lecmes you do make your chiefeſt 
argument vpon that point: then Iſay, that even in this 
point allo, cither you are; or you may be decciued. For 
there be many things, that will prouoke a man to ſpir 
much, and yet they will not purgeatall, As forexam- 
ple, take but Maſtich , and chew it vp and down in your 
mouth: and you ſhall ſpit for life: and yet it is no purga- 
tiue. The like may be ſaid, of an vnripe , ſharpe, ſower 
apple,or the like: for it witlnot onely do ſo to the cater 
thereot: but allo prouoke the ſtander by ſometime to 
{pit, and ſpattle as much, and more to0,as I haue ſeene, 

And thereof I thinke comes this Englith Prouerbe : 

That a mans teeth doth water , at this, oratthat,8c. 

And here is to benoted by the way, (andit 1s worth the 

noting too,and hath beneremembred alreadie in ano- 
ther place before)that,ofthatſameliquid moiſt matter, _ 
which you ſo much talke of, and make it ſo neceſlarie, 
and precious a thing, as you do in ail your diſcourſe: 
there is I ſay ſuch ſtore and plentie of it in our bodies 
forthe moſt part, and it is at all times, ſo readie at hand 
tocomeatacall, that there neede be nofeare at all, of 
ſpending of that moiſture by the vie of Tabacco, eſpeci- 
ally to vs, thatare Engliſh men, and Ilanders, as hath 

bene declared alreadie before, 

But here, you come ypon me, andfay: Yeaſir, but 

T abacco is a Purgatiue, there is no queſtion of that:and 

becanſe itisa Purgatiue; therefore, it muſtneedspurge 

thelike matter, by the bellic, which it doth auoidby the 
mouth:and that is Paleame, and other liquide matter, 
and humiairie : and in purging of that, it maketh me- 

lancholie the drier and fo conſequently,it maketh itthe 

worl:,&c, No, notlo good (ir, and to anſwer this obie- 
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Aion fully: Y Souben not bn thatyou do know right we! 
that as touching purgatiue medicines, there be two 0- 
pinions of antiquitie. The one aftirmeth , tharthey do 
purge by election: and are called Ede purgantia: 
which is as much to ſay, as that they do purge, with a 
kind of choice, or judgement, either this, orthar hu- 
mor alone, or ele ſome one humor more then any 0- 
ther, And yet thoſe Eleetiue purgartia, conot fo make 
ſpeciall choiſe, of that onelyone humor alone: as a 
Deere is wont to be ſingled out, from the reſt of the 
heard, and ſo-hadin chace by himſelfe alone without a- 
ny other: but their meaning is , that thoſe Purgatiues 
do expell and auoid fome one humour more then the 
reſt indeed, which they do moſt fancie, and haue a li- 
king vnto: but yet with that principall humor. ſome one 
or other humor too, may in part, be expelled and auoi- 
ded, atthe ſame inſtant: as you,and I do know, manyof 
thoſe eleiue Purgatiues, which do purge ſcme one! 


yea ſome two: nay, ſome threehumors,all at one time, 
though rot all thoſe humors indifferently at onetime, 


bur they (hall not be named by me, of purpole, becauſe 
I thinke it not meete, to acquaint the vulgar fort, with 


any ſuch ſecrets. 
The other opinion is(and thoſe be iolly fellowes too, 


Tcantellyou, that be the authors of it: ) That there are 


no purrvatiues atall byeleCtion or choife, which are cal- 
led Elecizne prrgantia,as Ihaue toid you: but that all pur- 
oatiues do purge promſcue;or as a man would ſay,a like: 
or indifferently :Or at a venture, ſo that nature, "being 
once {ct a worke by a purgation : and hauingas it were 
her ſluces, or conduits,now open : looke what humour 
ſhe finderh her ſelfmoſ agerieued withal], or thatlieth 
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aptelſt andreadieſt in the ray tobe avoided, that ſhe 
tumblech out, hauing now the helpe of art, to afliſt her 
in her action. 

So that make your choiſe of theſe two opinions, 
whichyou will; yet I ſeeno reaſon why Tabacco, ſhould 
be ſo much feared, and miſliked in the purging of me- 
lancholy. For ifyou ſay with.chis latter crue of Phiſt- 
tions :thatall purgatiucs do purge promiſcue :thenthe 
caſcis cleare: forthen he may aſivell purge melancho- 
ly, as any other humor; or atthe leaſt he may purge me- 
lancholy with another humour , when narure is once 
ſera worke to purge andauoide that which offendeth, 
Bur if youdo ſay with the other ſect of Phiſttions: Thar 
all purgatiues do worke Elediut:or by choiſe,and a kind 
of tudgemenc,then thus Iſay,that neither I,noryou,nor 
any man yea can giue any reafon, why Tabacco , ſhould 
not aſwell,as any other purgatiue,purge away melacho- 
ly,cither alone, or principally, or at the leaſt with ſome 
other humors, as well, as we ſee other purgatiues do: 
notwithſtanding that his ſmoake doth ſeeme to keepe 
ſuch a ſturre , withalittle ſpittering , and ſpattering by 
the mouth, as is already ſayd, 

But it may be Sir: that youare of another opinion, 
then all this commeth vnto,and that you do thinke,that 
in melancholy matters,thereſhouldno purgatiues at all 
be vſed, and would haue no other courſe tobe taken in 
the cure thereof: but only Alterantia, and Commoderan- 
zia,as we termethem,to be vſed: that is, you would haue 
themvſe ſuch things as might alter, temper, and miti- 
gate the harſhneſle of that melancholy humor, andſo 
in time at the length alter the whole ſtare of the body, 
without any more ado, If this I ſay be NPR 
then 
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then is all at an end: andI haue no moreto ſay,cither rc: 
it, Or to you, at this time,but onely this : God ſpeed you 
well: but therewithall yer ſtill this I fay: That if you will 
not ſeeme to ſwarue, from the ſteps of the learned anci- 
ent writers, who vſed inthe cure of melancholy, as 


round. and as ſtrong medicines , as Tabaceo is, and ſuch. 


to,as were in their manifeſt qualities,as ho:e,and dry as 
Tabacco is, alſo : Then it ſhall benodilcredirforyou, to 
ſuffer 7 4hacco, to haue his place among thoſe auncient 
allowed purgatiuves, andto alter your opinion of this 
poore ſtraimger , and hereafter to giue him no worſe 
ſpeeches, then vpon good proote he ſhall deſerue, 

And thus hauing made , a wiſe fooliſh ſpeech, or a 
fooliſh wiſe ſpeech in the behalfe of this poore T abaccs. 
now it is not much amiſle , to haue a word or two for 
myſelfe. Iris like inough,that in this brag-ſpeaking age, 
there will not want ſome ſtore of thoſe, that will be rea- 
dy to ſtart vp,and make haſttocarpe, and reprehend all 
that euer is,or that can be ſayd, either in this matter, or 
anie other, whatſocuer. 

And marke itwhen ye will, and you ſhall ſee, that 
none will beſo readie thereunto,as they :whoeitherfor 


lacke of wit, are leaſt able to iudge and vnderſtand what 


is well ſaid:orelſe for lacke of learning,are moſt vnable, 
ro amend that which is amifle. But making ſmall recke- 
'ning, oraccount of any ſuch: my chiefe and onely ce- 
fire is :that this ſporting exerciſe of mine, may no whit 
diſpleaſe, any of thoſe learned ſweete conceited gentle- 
men(in regardof whoſe fayour only, I haue vnderta! en 
it) inwhom there is neither ſcornefull , nor wayward, 
nor any ſuch ſullen ſower humor , bur that they can bc 
contented to heare,a Philoſophicallprobleame , ſome- 
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what ſcholer-like handled : to paſſe the time theſe 
Chriſtmaſſe holy daies. Moteouer, ic may be,that ſome 
alſo,will muſe to ſee any time atallto be ſpent,in ſorri- 
fling an argument as rhis is; in their conceit , and opini- 
on: butyer, fortheir better ſatisfaction, let this beſaid: 
| Seeing rhar as famous men, as euer have bene,either jn 
our age,or in our forefathers dayes, havenot difdained 
to write of meaner matters thentheſe: asnamely,ſome 
of baldneſle,others in the commendation of folly : yea, 
and ocher ſome, of farre baſer matters to :as of a gnat, 
a flye,&a flea: and yetneuertheleſle, theyhaue thought 
no part of their credit either touched, or impeached 
thereby: then I hope, it may be permitted to him, that 
isno hater of learning , to attempt the like, in a matter 
not farre vnlike: and ſo much the more for that I was 
prouoked, or rather in ſome fort much vrged therunto, 
(I proteſt) for that to my thinking , I didperceiue, the 
credit ofrhar moſt excellent knowledgeof Philicke, not —« 
alittle touched and ſtained thereby, vnder his pretence 

of inueighing againſt Tabacco,, And albeithis meaning 
perchance, was farre otherwiſe (as like inough it was ) 

yetI thoughtirnot amiſle, that ſuch an overſlip as that 

was, ſhould in ſome good ſort, either be met 
withall: or elſe, atthe leaſt,be bet- 
tervnderſtood, 
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
